ENGLAND. 


THE IRISH CHURCH DEBATE.ON THURSDAY. 

Loxpon, Juné ¥8.—In the House of Lots 
last night tae Earl of Kimberly defeaded the 
principle and details of the disendowment 
bill. He believed conéurrett endéwment in- 
expedient and impolitic. . Tagal diseatablish- 
ment and @isendowment was’ the only meas- 
ure which could remove the grievances eom- 
plained of. The opposition contended that 
grievance. 
It wes unfair to refuse to remove one griev- 
ance because another existed which might 
hereafter be legislated upon. 

The Bishop of Ripon opposed the bill. 

The Duke of Cleveland gupporied wa. if 
amendments coeld be made. 

Lord Redsales opposed the bill, especially 
the clause depriving the Irish bishops of their 
seats in the House of Lords. Rather than re- 
ject them the Episcopal Bench would consent 
to admit the Romish prélates'te sit there; 

Lerd Colehester and the Bishop ef Taam 
oppisal the. bill,.amd Earle Stanhope and 
Nelson proposed slight amendments and 
supported them briefly. 

The Marguis of Salisbury said he intended 
to vote for the second reading of the bill, 
but did not commjt himself to all its details. 
Fie stigmatized as false the assertion that the 
House of Lords must be subordinate to the 
Commons. Were that the fact they had 
better disappear as a co-ordinate branch of 
the Government. In the majority of cases 
the Lords must decide for themselves, but 
when the Commons and nation are agreed on 
aiven point, the functions of the House of 
Lords have passed away, and responsibility 


| devolves on the nation and the Commons. 
| He thought the bill iltberel and injurious, 
| but did not believe amendments could be con- 
| temptuously disregarded. 


THE PEBATE YESTERDAY. 

The excitement over thé debate fn the 
House. of Lords on tke Irish church bill in- 
creases. The benchés, lobbies and galleries 
were crowded again to-night. ~ 

Ear! Russall was the first speaker. He said 
many filustnous statesmen, animated by feel- 
ings of justice and genervsity for Ireland, had 
endeavored to settle t-is church question, but 
their cflorte were madein vain. The fact that 


| but a small proportion of the people of Ire- 
| land belonged to the church establishes the 


justice as well as the necessity of dealing 
with the question. The creation of the Irish 
arch was a wise thing, but the result of 
three centuries madg an alteration necessary. 
The act of union was too solemn a compact 
to be interfered with, save in a great crisis, 
but now a great crisis was at band. 

He reviewed the forntéer prom!;es of conc 3s- 
sion which Mr. Pitt, if. be had had an oppor- 
tunity, would have accomplished. He also 
traced the history of the abolifion of the pol- 
icy in Scotland, buf said that Ireland had

He wished to do 
the best he could for Ireland, but not te en 
danger the churches of England and Seotlan4; 
and, admitting this course necessary for ire- 
land, we must not give a stimulus to those 
desiring to disestablish all the churches. He 
desired the Tories to aceept the verdict of the 
constituencies to which taey had appealed. 
and said the result of that appeal must be re- 
garded as the deliberate verdict of the nation 
on the qucstion.

Henry Jarvis Raymond was born in 
Lima, Livingstom county, New York, Jan- 
uary 24, 1820. His father was the propri- 
etor of a small farm, in the labors of which 


young he entered the academy of Lima, 
and in the winter of 1685-6 taught a dis- 
trict school. He graduated at the Univer- 
sity of Vermont in 1840, and then studied 
law for ome year in’ New York in the office 
of Mr. Edward W. Marsh, maintaining 
himself by teaching " cinssics to young 
ladies and by contributions to the New 
Yorker, a literary journal. In 1841, when 
the New York Tribune. was established, 
Raymond became connected with 
it as assistant editor, and distin- 
guished himself by his .success in 
reporting, an art then caer 2 little 
precstiaad_in America. pe_Sc- aC- | 
cepted a position on the * = ¥ 


and Enquirer, which he dinates ac in 
1851 in congequence of a political disagree- 
ment with Mr. Webb. He had also at this 
time a literary connection with Harper & 
Brothers. During this period he had a pro- 
Jonged controversy with Horace Greeley in 
the columns of their respective journals 
upon the principles of socialism, especially 
as taught by Fourier, Raymond attacking 
and Greeley defending them. The suc- 
ces ive articles on each side attracted much 
attention, and were afterwards published in 
a pamyphict. In 1849 Mr. Raymond was 
elected by the Whigs to the Legislature, 
and became « prominent debater and prac- 
tical legislator. He was re-elected in 1850 
and chosen Speaker. After its adjourn- 
ment he went to Europe for his health, re- 
turning in August. In September, 1951, 
he the first number of the New 
York Times. In 1852, as a substitute for 
a regular delegate to the Whig National 


body at length, in spite of a very violent 
and stormy opposition, in exposition of 
Northern sentiment. In 1854, under nom- 
inations by the Whig, anti-Nebraska, and 
temperance conventions, he was elected 


majority over two opponents. He took 
an active share in the organization of the 
Republican party, consequent on the re- 
peal of the Missouri Compromise, and 
drew up the “Address to the people” pro- 
mulgated by its first national convention, 
held in Pittsburg in February 1856; and 
during the succeeding Presidential canvass 
he made numerous speeches in support of 
its candidate, Mr. Fremont. 

In the Presidential canvass. of 1860 
he again took a prominent stand, both 
in his journal and in public addresses, in 
favor of the Republican candidate, Mr. 
Sam oars and by the same modes in 1861 
| he. warmly supported the war against the 
| seceding States. 

During the war Governor Raymond was 
among the ablest writers for the Union 
After the war he became the most con- 
servative of the Republican writers in 
fayor of a liberal policy toward the 
South. He was elected to Congress in 1864, 
and seryed one term, taking a prominent 
part in the proceedings. He was the chief 
of the moderate Republicans, and, while 
he did mot succeed in inducing his party 
to adopt his counsels, it is’ too early to 
speak of his Congressional career as a 
failure. Two years ago he retired from 
Congress and has since devoted himself to 
the Times, which has shown rare marks of 
his vorkmanship. 

Gov. Raymond was a great worker. He 
performed during his life many wonderful 
newspaper feats. He was also & man of 
taste in belles lettres and art, fond of soci- 
ety, devoted to foreign life and travel, and 
largely familiar with both.
